Early Beloved of theLord, although many of you are 

not ignorant of the departure of Fob Sa#tm,- out of 

the body, and for what cauſe he was in outward 

bonds,(which was for meeting with the fervanes of the 
Lord) and what his Life and Converſation was, together with 
the Miniſtry commicted co him by the Lord, as well as his 
faichful diſcharge thereof, is wellknownunto you; and I might 
be filent if this were che only end, to tell you of theſe things; 
for is there ſuch a ſtranger in Iſrael, among you all, as knows 
them not: But notwithſtanding, I have a Teftimony in my 
heart from the Lord on this behalf, and do defire it may find 
acceptance with you, to ſtirre up your pure minds, tor be ſen- 
ible of all the Lords dealings with you in your own particu» 
lars, and alſo of his providences and diſpoſings of thoſe, that 
arenear and deaf unto you all, as I know this Servant of the 
Lord F. $. was, unto all that throughly knew him, and had 
inward acquaintance with him. 

For his Education, it is well known in Beefordſhire where he 
dwelt; as alſo his Converſation, which was juſt and honeſt a- 
mong men, before he was convinced of the Truth; for the 
lake of which he ſuffered five or ſix times Impriſonment ſeve- 
ral times together, for bearing teſtimony to the ſame Truch 
which at laſt he ſealed with his life in Narthem/ton Goal, 
A 2 where 
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where he firſt ſuffered Impriſonment, about the year 1656, 
in which priſon he ended his dayes, as he foretold, (aying, 
Northampton was the firſt, and will be the laſt, 

For his Life and Converſation, I can ſpeak to it, for 1 
- was perfeQaly acquainted with him, both ourwardly as a man, 
and inwardly as a Chriſtian; .as a man, he was endowed with 
a competent meaſure of underſtanding, and did improve it, 
unto that end (in the managing ofthe Creation) for which ir 
was given, him; being diſcrete, ſober, and of good report 
among men, and his carriage courteous and loving unto all; 
much more mighr'be ſaid of this nature which Tomic. 

' And as a Chriſtian, he was holy and harmleſs, patient and 
meek, valiant and bold, contending earneſtly for the faith 
which was once delivered tothe Saints, and inwhich hehim- 
ſelf as a Sainr, did welk, live and dye: Chriſtianity to him, 
was not a'talk, but a life;z: for rather then he-would deny it, 
he ſuffered loſs of Eſtate, Liberty, and Life it (elf, as he did; 
Wieneſs his often Impriſonment, and his laying down his life 
at laſt for the ſame Cauſe. 

As a Miniſter, he had a diſpenſation of the Goſpel com- 
mitted unto him, in which he was a faithful labourer in the 
work thereof, with great zeal and fervency of Spirit, taking 
all opportunities and occaftons in the wiſdom. of the Lord, (as 
moved by him) to deliver his meſſage unto all people, of all 
eſtates and degrees, that he might be- free from the-blood of 
all men. 

His gife was large, his utterance plain to be underſtood, his 
words favoury and powerful, not painted with mans-wildom, 
but as given him of the Lord, being often ſpoken with great 
Majeſty, and in much Authority, cutting deep to the wound» | 
ing of the wicked one in man, and eafing of the-poor and 
needy priſoner, being often mindful of the Captive Daughter 
of Sion, as of the pure Seed in deep Captivity, that he might 
reach it help; and when his words began to reach it, he was 
as one tranſported with joy 3 and when-it was once raiſed and 
come forth of the priſon honſe, the Song of Moſes and ofche 
Lamb was in his mouth, : with much joy and great gladnels 


of heart, unto the aſtoniſhment of the wicked, and _—_ 
earts 
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hearts of the righteous with great joy, through the over- 
flowings of his Cup, and ſuperaboundings of Gods love in his 
heart; ſometimes as one taken out of the body; in which ſtate 
bis. eves would ſparkle, and his face be full of dread, as one 
having atthority, and notas the Scribes: Beſides the melody 
of kis vaice, fomerimes ſounding out the high praiſes of the 
God of Ffrce!, and at other times the bleſſed ſtate of the righ- 
t201is, as they Rtood 1n Union with the living God, and 


one with another. Oh how have I ſeen him make the earth 


to tremble, and the hearts of the uprigic to overflow with joy 
and gladnets, through that abundance of life chat hath run 
through his Veſſel unto the forcing of water out of the Rocks, 
and tears our of the eyes of the Saints; unto great abundance : 
His Hy mnes and Sounds,fometimes were as flames of fire,con- 
ſuming the drofly macter, and at other times as Swords and 
Spears, cutting down, and thruſting through the tall Cedars, 
and lofty Oaks, and wild Beaſts of the wilderneſs :- Procuring 
an Eccho to the true Seed in the living babes, which often 
made (weet melody in their Aſſemblies, when but few words 
were ſpoken by him : 

Methinks I hear his Inſtrument ſtill found, 

Making the hearts of the juſt.co abound 

With living praiſes to the God of Heaven, 

Without one jarring firing or voice. un-even : 

Though this feerns ſtrange co thole that dwell below, 

Yet what Iſpeak, I feel and well do know;

And whythe Lord ſhould 
lefſen thenumber, ſeems to challengea diligent enquiery, at

"Riends in the Counties before-mentioned, or where this 
may come, This is my Teſtimony which 1] had in my 
heart ©© bear for that faichful man John Samm, who was a 
. Minifter and ſufferer for the Truth of Jeſus, who hath now 
finiſhed his Teſtimony in faithfulneſs,a priſoner in Northamp- 
ton; by me who for ſome years have had a right knowledge 
of him, and his integrity and faithfulneſs ro Gods eternal 
Truth, of which he was made partaker : He was a man of a 
found mind, and of an upright heart, a lover of righteoul(- 
neſs, and hating iniquity ; Him the Lord was pleaſed cockoo(e, 
with the firſt in the County of Bedford, who made him (enſi- 
ble of the living word in his heart, by which the Lord brought 
him to know the work of Redemption, who Redeemed him 
out 
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out of the worlds wayes and worthips, and bronght him t9 
Truth in the inward parts, which eruth he knew co be power. 
fal, which ſet him free from much which did entangle him, 
and feeling the power of it, the Lord choſe him to bear teſt i- 
mony n+ words unto it, -which he received not of man, nor 
by man, bur of the free giftfrom the Lo1d, and when he had 
received it, to wit, the Truth in the inward parts, and his 
mind to it turned, then did he feel che (weet ſtreams of the 
Lords love to his thirſty foul, by which his heart was often 
filled. with joy and great rejoycing ; and allo che Lord in the 
ſtrength ot his Love, and in the ſenſe of the living vertue of 
his life, did open his mouth in praiſes to the Lard, co the 
great refreſhment and comfort of his child:en, who were be- 
gotten by the ſame word of puwer unto tae feeling of the 
life by which he was filled ; many times a> a Cup tiat vver- 
flowes : and a good underitandmg had the Lord given himof 
the myſteries of his Kingdom, and of tho!e things which ke 
had heard, learned, and received of the Lor\ in the light of 
his Son, that did he fairhfully communicate unto others, jn 
tie demonſtration of the Spi: it of God, in fealon, and out of 
ſeaſon, witour reſpe& oftime, place, or perſon; yea, pro- 
{perous was he made in the hand of the Lord, to the convin- 
cing of many in the Counties where he travelied, and to the 
turning of many from darkneſs tolight,froum Sathans power to 
God; and a good inſtrument (he was) of comfort to the temp- 
ced ones, and a refreſher of the weak ones, and'a confirmer 
of che tender hearced in that pre.eut Truth which chey had: 
received; and theſe words would run througa him often, 
ſaying on this wiſe, As every one hath received Chriſt the 
Lizhe, fo let him walk init: And he was alſo a man full of 
love, and.very zealous for the Lord, but not without know- 
ledge; for a living ſenſe he had of the heavenly puwet of God, 
by which he was filled many times, as with new Wine; and 
would often ſay, Who is able to containe of this heavenly Ver- 
rue, and not praiſe the Name of the Lord : And the Lord, 
his Truth and People, . was dear unto him, for whoſe ſakes 
he often ſuffered Impriſounment, and ſpoyling of his goods; 
and did rather:choole to ſuffer pMiftionupon Truths account, 
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with the people of the Lord, then to enjoy the pleaſures of this 
life for a ſeaſon ; or finne againſt the light of Chriſt Jeſus, 
which did ſhine in his heart, and give him the knowledge of 
the Glory that's Eternal; for the enjoyment of which, this 
world and it's glory, was of lictle +alue co him 3 and both in 
priſ>n, and o'it of priſon, the Lord did accompany him with 
bis heavenly preſence, and many times fill him with che ver- 
tue of his life, by which his heart was engaged to the Lord. 
Theſe things 1 can boldly ſpeak of him, having a right know- 
ledge of him, being once calt into prifon with him, beeauſe 
we could not break the command of Chriſt, in finuing againſt 
his Ligat, which ſfayed in us, Swear not at all, according as 1s 
recorded in the Scriptures of Truch ; for Which at that time 
we (uffered eignteen wezks Impriilonment, with many more 
of the ſervants of the Lord, who kept the Commandments of 
God, and had the Teſtimony of Jeſus; and our hearts was 
knit cogether, even as Jonathans was to David; and as Iron 
ſharpenech Iron, fo did the Lord by the manifeſtation of his 
love and liſe in our hearts, canſe us oſten to refreſh each orher. 
Well,what might | ſpeak my Friends, in Truth, of our deceaſ- 
ed Brother, who fainted not unto the end, who hath now fi- 
niſhed4 his Courſe, and made noc Shipwrack of Faith and a 
good Conſcience, bur hath kept the Faith, and in it 13 fallen 
aſleep; and now his bodily preſence we here no more ſhall ſee, 
bu: his life is amongſt us, and is fele with the faithful; for 
while it was conteined in that narrow compals, he would often 
ſay, There's no ſtraitneſ(s in the Lord, but the ftraitneſ(s is of 
man; And he would ſay, Huw doth one drop from the pre- 
lence of the Lord, cauſe the Cup to overfiow; ſaying, Who 
15 able to containe of the exellent ſtreams of Life, and nor 
praile che living God.
